Trinidad, Col., April 28.—Tele-
phonic advices fram Walsenburg to-
day state that 200 state militiamen
reached there early today and mount-
ed a machine gun on the ridge west
of that place, sweaeping the MeNally
mine with their fire. T. M. Hudson,
clerk of the District Court at Walsen-
burg, also ssserts that militia and
mine guards at the Walsen mine have
here a machine gun trained on the
city of Walsenburg itself and that fir-
ing continued into the city streets
from midnight.

Reports here of fatalities vary.
One is that five strikers and three
mine guards bave been slain.

Washington, D. C., April 28—Fed-
eral troops will in all probabllity be
en route to the Colorado coal strike
zone before nightfall. President Wil-
son took up with Secretary of War
Garrison before the cabinet meeting
today the advisability of granting
Governor Ammons' request and util-
izing the regular army to end the ad-
mittedly intolerable conditions.

The House commiiiee on mines
and mining bas agreed that only the
presence of regulars who will compel
both sides to digarm will end the cam-
paign of bloodshed which has already
claimed some 300 victims, many of
